“There are undesirables 
and misfits in ail soaeties 
and ccriainly among us Cu- 
bans here. 11‘iero .*rc pec'ple 
who prey on our nalurul 
anxieit cs , like the plotters, 
hut tin? worst o( Cuban exiles, 
r believe is better than any 
Castro* Communist.”
